The clay, which 
is as hard as a rock, so that it has to 
be quarried, when dry, almost in- 
stantly dissolves when placed in 
water, into a perfectly smooth, cream- 
like substance, It is used in the 
arts as a filler for finishing papers 
and for certain textiles, and a greatly 
increased demand would appear to 
have recently developed, partly owing 
to the scarcity of the article.

Early in February a Demonstration Train will visit Champion and 


the best means of combatting weeds and the ravages of cut worms 


will be discussed by experts.

Your Future Prospects Rest on Keeping Your Fields Clean 


The above is a copy of a circular letter

Following is a brief description of a weed puller as manafacte 


ived by H. E. Smith, and which,

The teeth of the rake were made from 2x4's, 12. feet long, s 
leaving the bottoms straight. These were placed about two feet : 
in the centre across the teeth. The teeth were further suppor ted 


harpened from the top side, 
apart, a piece 4x6x22 fastened 
by two pieces of 2x4 placed 


about 10 inches on each side of the centre pieve, the interval being fiilleé by an inch board, thus 


providing a platform for the operaters to stand on.

work at a slower rate, so long as sufficient weight was carried.
